• May it please Your Excellency, 

On the lOtli ultimo I had the honour of submitting a Return 
of the Acreage under Flax, in each county and province, in the 
years 1860 and 1861. I now beg to lay before your Excellency 
General Abstract* showing, by counties and provinces, the acreage 
under the several crops in these years, and the number of each 
description of live stock. 

These Tables are compiled from the summaries made by the 
■ Enumerators, — who amounted to nearly 4,000, and wereselectedfor 
this duty from the members of the Constabulary and Metropolitan 
Police forces, on account of their intelligence and experience in 
similar duty. Some unimportant changes may be made in the 
figures when the Returns for the individual farms (amounting to 
nearly 600,000) are subjected to revision, but it is not apprehended 
that alterations of any consequence will be necessary. 

The inquiries commenced on the 3rd of June, and terminated 
about the middle of July ; and were carried on by the Enumerators 
in their usual efficient manner. As in former yearn, I have to 
express my respectful thanks to the landed proprietors, the clergy 
of all denominations, the tenant farmers, and the public press, for 
the generous assistance afforded to the Enumerators employed in 
collecting the Returns. 

As regards the crops, the totals exhibit an increase in the areas 
under Oats, Barley, and Beans and Pease ; and a decrease in those 
under "Wheat, Bere, and Rye, resulting in a total diminution in the 
acreage under cereals of 15J01 acres. ” The areas under these crops, 
and the changes in their extent between 1860 and 1861, are given 
in the following statement : —
